CHAPTER 125.

AN ACT cbaaging the time for hnlding the general term of
the ninth judicial circiit for the fall term of the couaty of
Bauk therein.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecrioN 1. Section 2424, chapter 113 of the re-
vised statutes of the stpte of Wisconsin is hereby
amended 8o far as relates to the bolding of the general
term of the circuit court in the ninth judicial circuit
for the county of Sauk &o that the same when amended
shall read as follows: “Io the county of Sauk on the
third Monday in March and the third Monday in Sep-
tember.”

SecrioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 128.

AN ACT to enable the city of Fond du Lac to refand or retire
its present bon ted indebtedness. .
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen
and assembly, do enact as follows : -

SecrioN 1. The common council of the city of
Fond du Lac are hereby authorized and empowered,
by ordinance or resolution, to issue new bonds for re-
adjusting the bonded indebtedness of eaid city, and
retiring all, or any portion of its present outstanding
bonds to an amount not exceeding the principal of the
outstanding bonds so retired.

SecrioN 2. The bonds issued under this act shall
be in such form, proper to carry out the cooditions of
the ordinances or resolutions under which they shall
be issued as the common council shall preseribe; sball
be signed by the mayor and city clerk, and sealed with
the corporate seal ; shall bear interest at the rate of not
to exceed six per centum per annum, payable annually
or semi-annually, as the common council shall pre-
scribe; and be made payable at some stated place
within the state of Wiscongin, in pot to exceed 20
years (rom their dates; and shall bear date and draw
interest from the date of the retiring of said outstaud-
ing bond or bonds. i

any purpose excepting the special purpoze of refund-
